The annual lecture oourss and meeting of 
the Minnesota State Dairymen's association at 
Faribault, last week were not so largely at­ 
tended as usual, but were of interest to dairy­ 
men. 
The meeting was opened by an address of 
welcome Y»y Mayor Lowell, which was respond­ 
ed to by Col. MoGliney of Elgin, IIL, who su d 
that Minnesota has achieved a renown in dairy 
production second to none at New Orleans and 
must continue lo make the best dairy products 
in the world. 
John T. Ames of Northfield, gave a history 
of the Association fiom its organization in 
In 1879, and its influence for the benefit of the 
State. 
E. D. Phtter of the State University at Min­ 
neapolis spoke upon 
oleomargarine. 
The 
speaker was satisfied that from 1500,OOM to 
$600,000 worth bf butterine and oleomargarine 
hail I eon sold in Minnesota during the current 
year 
He said Hie butterine factories of Chicago 
lav down butterine in Chicago at 12 cents a

the monetary return is great 
M.*J, a. r. m'kinsTry 
spoke upou “The Care of Milk and Cream, aud 
Dairy Stock.” He said: There are very few 
persons engaged in dairying in our state who 
fefcl that our dairy stock is as good $* it should 
be, or as it will be in the future. 
The cows 
have not l>een trained for long and heavy milk- 
! ing: neither has the feed or care given them 
I ha<l a tendency to that end, and the average 
I Minnesota farmer has not developed a real 
i love for milking ten or more cows twice each 
j dav. 
ITiis is the situation now, but our state 
I will not remain in it long. 
Our dairies in 
I this part of the state will average about ten 
I cows each. 
For such a dairy, for each month 
* of the year, July and August excepted, there 
j should be a cow fresh in milk. 
This would 
I ensure equal butter for the entire year. 
For 
I food there should be the best possible pasture 
i and some green food for soiling. 
For this pur­ 
pose Evergreen sweet corn ts best 
From one 
to two acn-s of this will be enough. 
A field of 
j pumpkins comes very handy for feeding in the 
I rail. 
The seeds should Ik* removed and pump­ 
kins cut up Ie fore feeding. 
The cows should 
j be fed and milked in the stable. 
Th® following formula I have found the best 
for dairying: 
Bran, IU,800 lbs: oats, 7,300 lbs; 
! corn, SjfiUU lbs; oil meal, 1,000 lbs; 30 tons of 
I hay. The bran will cost 154 at flu a ton; oats, 
i 14s at 20 cents per bushel; corn, #19.25 at 30

At 9 o’clock last even ing Gov. Hubbard 
laid dow n his pen and heaved a sigh of relief 
He has signed 0 1 4 bills out of 6 5 4 sent him. 
27 being vetoed (4 before the legislature ad­ 
journed) and 111 recalled after passage. There 
was not a single “pocketed” bill, every m ea­ 
sure which passed both branches either re­ 
ceiving the governor’s signature or an ap­ 
pended note show ing w hy it was not affixed. 
The labor consequent upon this careful study 
and subsequent action has been shared by 
Attorney General Hahn, Private Secretary 
Jennison and E xecutive Clerk Hahn, and all 
are devoutly glad to cry finis. 
During the 
session more than I.HOO bills were intro­ 
duced, but nearly 7 0 0 died, w'ere substituted 
or—as in the case of road and bridge bills, 
where 145 were grouped into one—consoli­ 
dated 
The m ost im portant bills signed yes­ 
terday were the follow ing: 
Forbidding transfer of suits from state to fed­ 
eral courts by foreign corporations; providing 
for the state Inspection of boilers on inland 
xxaters; for the removal of county seats located 
by a vote of the |K*ople upou a |>etition for such 
removal by two-thirds of the legal voters; trans­ 
ferring the land grant of the Duluth Ai AVinnl- 
peg to the St. Paul. Brainerd A- Northwestern in 
case the former is not completed by March 7, 
1888; allowing the Duluth Ai Iron Range to 
select lands outside of the counties of Cook, 
Lake and St. Louis; extending the time of the 
completion of the Mankato, Austin A i St. Cloud 
two years, and thereby equally extending the 
time in which said road could secure its land 
grant. 
Concerning the last three bills there has 
been much dispute and argum enta for and 
against their passage have been urged since 
the adjournment. Regarding his final action, 
Gov. Hubbard said last evening: 
They are approved on grounds of public policy. 
I belive It desirable to encourage the enterprises 
sought to be benefited by these acts, and thcre- 
bx* aid In the development of the resources of 
the section of the state in which they are 
located. 
There are constitutional questions in- | 
volved in some of the features of these bills 
upon which I entertain doubts, but conclude 
they can lie settled In justice to all interests in­ 
volved by such judicial judgment as may be 
Invoked for toe purpose. 
The “foreign corporations” bill xvas the sub­ 
ject of a legal contest before the governor, 
and the railroads and insurance com panies 
strenuously argued its unconstitutionality. 
His excellency was not convinced, or, if any 
doubt rem ained, probably concluded that j 
this question could also’ l»e more properly \ 
adjudicated in a court of last resort 
The j 
im portant vetoes (given below, with the ex ­ 
ecutive notes appended) are of the valued 
policy; the taxation of parsonages, such por­ 
tions of several of the approj r ation bids as I 
provide for new state buildings, and of the j 
$ 7.OOO appropriation for an encam pm ent J 
of soldiers and sailors at Minnetonka.

SPEGAL LEGISLATION DISAPPROVED. 
Several act® are disapproved on the ground 
of special legislation, as follow s; 
Amending sec. 2. chap. 18. General Statutes 
1878, relating to division fences (applying only 
to Fillmore, Chisago, Carver, Waseca aud Olm­ 
sted counties. 
An act to alter and better define the bounda­ 
ries of the independent school district of Little 
Falls, Morrison county. 
An set to change the name of the Norwegian 
Evangelical congregation. Minneapolis. 
An art to cerate a school district in the coun­ 
ties of Mower and Freeborn. 
An ax-t relating to public schools of School 
District No. 4, Dakota county. 
Au act to establish a common school district 
in the county of Jackson. 
In w ithholding his approval from all bills 
of th# above character the governor fol­ 
low ed the language used in the vetoes upon 
sim ilar 
bills sent the 
house 
or senate 
when in session. 
He says: 
“This legisla­ 
tion is repugnant to sec. 33 (subdivision 7) 
of art 14. of the constitution of the state, 
and is, therefore, disapproved. ” 
IN GENERAL. 
The other acts disapproved, w ith the g ov­ 
ernor's com ment* thereon, are as follows: 
An act to amend sec. 4, chap. 14, General 
Statutes 1878. 
For the reason that the act has no saving 
clause, and its effect, therefore, would be to 
relieve all persons charged with the offense 
named, prior to its approval. 
An 
act 
relative to the insurance of real 
projterty, and the measure of damages Incase 
of loss thereof. 
This bill does not have the effect Intended by 
Its friends. 
A valued policy bill had first been 
defeated in the senate, w hereupon this was in­ 
troduced as a compromise, under the impression 
that the words prima lade referred as well to 
the measure of damages as to the Valne of the 
property, and under this impression the bill 
passed 
The evidence of this is cumulative, un- ! 
contradicted, and cannot lie ignored. 
Many 
members who supf>orted this bill express them­ 
selves strongly opfiosed to its effect, which, ac- 
eording to the attorney general s opinion, would 
be the same precisely as that of the bill which 
the senate had first decisively defeated. 
An act to amend sec. 37, chap. 13, General 
Statutes 1879, and chap. 63, Special Laws 1883. 
The title to this act is defective, in that it does 
not express the subject, and alto makes an er­ 
roneous reference to the chapter of the statute 
B ou gh t to be amended. 
An act to amend sec. IO, chap 148, General 
Laws of 1881. 
Objection has been made to this act that Its 
purpose was to meet a certain case and affect 
certain persons. The attornev representing the 
parties appeared and entered hit protest. 
From 
the showing made, the claim seems to be well 
founded. 
An act to provide for the selection of juror* In 
counties attached to others for judicial par­ 
ishes. 
The subject of the first section Is expressed in 
Hie title. The subject of the second section is 
another and different one, which Is not there ex­ 
pressed. It is, therefore, repugnant to sec. 27, 
art 4. of the constitution. 
An act to amend see 43, chap 94, General 
Statutes 187a 
There Is no saving clause to tble act, and if 
approved it would release every jierexm charged 
with the offense uamed prior to it® approval. 
I he title is also defective 
A joint resolution respecting the Indian pol- 
icy of the United States. I approve, in the 
j main. of the policy which seems to be herein ad­ 
vocated, and will cause a copy of the resolution 
to be transmit tex! (to congress' as desired, bat I 
disapprove of the publication of so crude and 
carelessly-formed an expression of this bign 
character upon so Important a subject. 
Refunding 
#186.92 paul for certain state 
lands in Clay county by IL J. and K. N. Tallin. 
This act attempts to appropriate money from j 
the permanent and general school funds of the 
state. 
It is clearly In violation of section 2. arti­ 
cle ©, of the constitution, and therefore disap-

We have chronicled the history of 
aine political axlministrations, w itnessed 
;he birth anil death of political parties, 
intl passed through a terrible civil war 
and four financial strains, and establish­ 
ed the best banking system in the world. 
The great republic in the meantime has 
jrown from 23,000,000 to 55,000,000 
r>eopie, and in material wealth from $7, 
I 100,000,000, or $320 per inhabitant, to 
^57,000,000,000, or about $1,000 per 
.uh abit ant. 
When the great National 
Monument was beguu Great Britain 
oosseased five times the wealth owned 
by the United States, and while the 
w ealth of the former country has only 
doublexl w ithin the past four decades, 
that of the latter has increased twelve- 
} fold. 
As to the constituent factors of 
American progress in their aagregate 
in the four decades they are sufficient 
to buy up the whole Austrian Empire 
several times over, or pay for the ag­ 
gregate value of tile ‘effete” monarchies 
of Italy. Holland and Belgium almost 
three times over during that period.

THE ONLY PT. PAUL VETO. 
St. Paul had but one veto to m eet; but this 
w iii prove a good deal of a disappointm ent 
to Senator Gilfillan, w ho worked hard, as­ 
sisted bv \V ll Grant, the attorney, to secure 
the passage of the matter. 
Ii is House File No 435, and entitled “Au act' 
granting certain land* (meaning tow h^ads fb 
tho Mississippi aud swamp land and rn* andered 
lakes in West St. Paul) to the city of St. Paul, in 
aid of certain improvements (the improvements 
being the proposed system of levee® and em­ 
bankment* across the river!. 
In noting the dis­ 
approval, the governor aavs; “This bill is obj< c- 
tionable because of the limitations imposed bv 
th* constitutional amendimnt of ls® !,xn i< h 
appropriated all swamp lands then l*>ionglng to 
the state, or t hat might hereafter accrue to the 
state, ‘one-half to toe common sch< th fund. and 
tho other half to educational and charitable in­ 
stitutions of the state.’" 
The point raised bv the governor was the 
subject of learned and lengthy discussion in 
the judiciary com m ittee of the senate, who 
were divided on the subject, but a majority 
agreed to a favorable recom m endation.

It is 
treated with all the skill aud care which 
he can command. 
It occupies a goodly 
portion of the scenes, and has the greatest 
possible opportunity 
But it is not pro­ 
vocative of a single laugh, and scarcely 
of a smile. 
Tim audience is 
simply 
wearied bv it, and it is the wholly ineffec­ 
tive element in an otherwise successful 
i farce. 
The reason for its failure is that 
New- Yorkers, even those of wtalth and 
fashion, see nothing extraordinary in a 
tailor in company with people of any or 
no business occupation, if he be any­ 
where near their average in personal 
quality.

One of the oldest and

Sketches of th e Men. 


TRK SECRETARY OF STATE. 
Thomas F. Bayard of Delaware was born at 
W ilmington on the 29th of October, 1823. As a 
boy he always excelled in his studies, although 
he was anxious rn early youth to become one of 
America's m erchant princes, and was inclined 
to throw overboard all the possibilities of ^ l i n ­ 
eal greatness which were Incident to his reoai- 
thTi as member of the ruling house of Delaware 
His early education wa* obtained principally at 
the “Flushing" scnool al W ilmington. He was 
persuaded lo give up his m erciutile am bition 
and to study for the legal prof carton. He was 
adm itted le the bar In 1851. and had soon built 
np an excellent practice extending ail over the 
state 
In 1853 Le was appointed by the presi­ 
dent as United States dim riel attorney, but soon 
afterw ard 
abandoned 
the office. It was in 
March, 1889, that 
he was chosen to 
suc­ 
ceed his father, Hon. J vines A Bayard, as 
U nited States 
senator. 
He was a sterling 
adherent to the doctrines of the Democratic 
party, and came in a short tim e to be regarded 
as one of their ablest exponents in the upper 
house.. Through the fram ing of all the latter 
reconstruction legislation he stood a* the repre­ 
sentative of the large part of the N orthern peo- 
Rle that believed in dealing equitably by the 
ouihern states; and, although in the minority, 
he made himself felt rn the advocacy of their 
oause. 
He was rejected In 1*75. and liecaroe a 
member of the electoral commission, voting with 
his Democratic c dleagues against the seating of 
B n:her!ord B. Hav<-s in the presidential chair. 
Throughout the greenback discussion Mr. Bay­ 
ard is noted for his strong conservatism on 
financial questions: is a moderate tariff man 
and a strict constructionist and economist. 
At 
the Cincinnati c -event ion, in 1880, he was next 
to Hancock on the first pallet, receiving 153 
votes to ITI tor Hancock. On the second ballot 
the nom ination was made. 
Ile was last elected

Attorney General G arland and ex-Attorney 
Brewster sat together at the bar of the court, 
and the enclosed part of the room reserved 
for attorneys in practice before Hie court 
was crowded with lawyers of prom inence 
When the justices had taken their seats Mr. 
Brew ster asked perm ission of the court to 
present his successor, Hon. A IL Garland. 
B rew ster then said he desired to make grate­ 
ful acknowledgement of the court's unceasing 
kindness to h int 
Attorney General G arland 
acknowledged the kindness of Brew ster in 
presenting nim and addressing the m em bers of 
the conrt, said: 
I shall attem pt, with every possible exertion 
in my power in the discharge of my duties be­ 
fore this court, to so demean m yself as to m er­ 
it your resptt^ and entire confidence. 
T he chief justice then directed the d ei k of 
the court to outer the commission of Ute at­ 
torney general upon the record, and turning 
to Brew ster, said:

A uthorities on the D airy B usiness. 
The annual lecture coursi and meeting of 
the Minnesota State Dairymen’s association at 
Faribault, last week were not so largely at­ 
tended as usual, but were of interest to dairy­ 
men. 
The meeting was opened by an address of 
welcome by Mayor Lowell, which was respond­ 
ed to by Col. McGliucy of Elgin, 111., who siid 
that Minnesota has achieved a renown in dairy 
production second to none at New Orleans and 
must continue to make the best dairy products 
In the world. 
John T. Ames of Northfield, gave a history 
of the Association from its organization in 
In 187M, and its influence for the benetit of the 
State. 
E. D. Tbtter of the State University at Min­ 
neapolis spoke upon 
oleomargarine. 
The 
speaker was satisfied that from $500,000 to 
$000,000 worth of butterine and oleomargarine 
had been sold in Minnesota during the current 
year 
He said the butterine factories of Chicago 
lay down butterine in Chicago at 12 cents a 
pound. 
They imitate the tubs and little pack­ 
ages, and thus put it on the m arket 
The but­ 
terine factories of Chicago can turn out more 
butterine daily than all the cows of Minnesota 
and Iowa. 
Minnesota can produce as tine butter as any 
fetato in the country. 
Philadelphia merchants 
declare that Minnesota butter keeps better Qian 
any other in the country.

spoke upon “The Care of Milk and Cream, and 
Dairy Stock.” He said: There are very few 
persons engaged in dairying in our state who 
fefcl that our dairy stock is as good As it should 
be, or as it will be in the future. 
The cows 
have not been trained for long and heavy milk­ 
ing; neither iias the feed or care given them 
had a tendency to that end, and the average 
Minnesota farmer has not developed a real 
love for milking ten or more cows twice each 
day. 
This is the situation now, but our state 
will not remain in it long. 
Our dairies in 
this part of the state will average about ten 
cows each. 
For such a dairy, for each month 
of the year, July and August excepted, there 
should he a cow fresh in milk. 
In is would 
ensure equal butter for the entire year. 
For 
food there should be the best possible pasture 
and some green food for soiling. 
For this pur­ 
pose Evergreen sweet corn ts best 
From one 
to two acres of this will be enough. 
A tieldof 
pumpkins comes very bandy for feeding in the 
fall. 
The seedH should be removed and pnmp- 
kins cut up before feeding. 
The cows should 
be fed and milked in the stable. 
The following formula I have found the best 
for dairying: 
Bran, lb,800 lbs; oats, 7,200 lbs; 
corn, 3,000 lbs; oil meal, 1,000 lbs; 20 tons of 
hay. The bran will cost $54 at $10 a ton; oats, 
$48 at 20 cents per bushel; corn, $19.25 at 30 
cents per bushel; hay, $80 at $4 per ton; total, 
$201.25 for 10 cows. 
This will give a ratio of 
two pounds per cow for six months. 
A good 
cow will give 6,000 pounds of milk during the 
year, making 240 pounds of butter, which at

It is a 
curious and strange fact that the North 
American Indian of all tribes will turn 
away from the lieef, venison or buffalo- 
hunip, if he can be sure of getting a dog 
mstead; and many of the trilies raise 
colonies of dogs for the same purpose 
as we do beeves. 
As there were no 
dogs in camp I inquired of Howland 
how it happened that Iron Shirt was so 
fortunate in securing one. 
Rowland 
questioned that brave on the subject 
and I learned that a party of English 
tourist© had paid a visit to the camp a 
few days previous, out of curiosity, and 
that the dog was theirs. 
From the 
moment the doomed canine entered the 
Indian village Iron Shirt had kept his 
covetous eyi's glued upon the animal 
until watching his chance he secured 
the prize and spirited it out of sight 
until the Englishmen had taken their 
departure.

H ubbard 
laid dow n his pen and heaved a sigh of relief 
He has signed 014 bills out of 654 sent him. 
27 being vetoed (4 before the legislature ad­ 
journed) and 13 recalled after passage. There 
was not a single “pocketed” bill, every m ea­ 
sure which passed both branches either re­ 
ceiving the governor’s signature or an ap­ 
pended note show ing why it was not affixed. 
The labor consequent upon this careful study 
and subseqnent action has been shared by 
A ttorney G eneral Hahn, P rivate Secretary 
Jennison and Executive Clerk Hahn, and all 
are devoutly glad to cry finis. 
D uring the 
session m ore than 1,300 bills were intro­ 
duced, b u t nearly 700 died, w-ere substituted 
or—as in the case of road and bridge bills, 
where 145 were grouped into one—consoli­ 
dated. 
The m ost im portant bills signed yes­ 
terday w ere the following: 
Forbidding transfer of suits from state to fed­ 
eral courts by foreijrn corporations; providing 
for th# state inspection of boilers on inland 
waters; for the removal of county seats located 
by a vote of the people upon a petition for such 
removal by two-thirds of the legal voters; trans­ 
ferring the land grant of the Duluth & Winni- 
peg to the St. Paul, Brainerd .1- Northwestern in 
case the former is not completed by March 7, 
1888; allowing the Duluth A Iron Range to 
select lands outside of the counties of Cook, 
Lake and St. Louis; extending the time of the 
completion of the Mankato, Austin A- St. Cloud 
two years, and thereby equally extending the 
time in which said road could secure its laud 
grant. 
Concerning the last three bills there has 
been m uch dispute and argum ents for and 
against their passage have been urged since 
the adjo u rn m en t Regarding his hual action, 
Gov. H ubbard said last evening: 
They are approved on ground# of public policy. 
I belive it desirable to encourage the enterprises 
sought to l>e benefited by these acts, and there­ 
by aid in the development of the resources of 
the section of the state in which they are 
located. There are constitutional questions in­ 
volved in some of the features of these hills 
npon which I entertain doubts, but conclude 
they can lie settled in justice to all interests in­ 
volved by such judicial judgment as may be 
invoked for tne purpose. 
The “foreign corporations” bill was the sub­ 
ject of a legal contest before the governor, 
and the railroads and insurance com panies 
strenuously argued its unconstitutionally. 
His excellency w as not convinced, or, if any 
doubt rem ained, probably concluded th a t 
this question could also" be m ore properly 
adjudicated in a court of last resort 
The 
tm p o itan t vetoes (given below, w ith th© ex­

SPECIAL LEGISLATION DISAPPROVED. 
Several acts are disapproved on the ground 
of special legislation, as follows: 
Amending sec. 2, chap. 18, General Statute* 
1878, relating to division fences (applying only 
to Fillmore, Chisago, Carver, Waseca aud Olm­ 
sted counties 
An act to alter and better define the bounda­ 
ries of the independent school district of Little 
Falls, Morrison county. 
An act to change the name of the Norwegian 
Evangelical congregation. Minneapolis. 
An act to create a school district in the ooun- 
ties of Mower and Freeborn. 
An act relating to public schools of School 
District No. 4, Dakota county. 
An act to establish a common school district 
in the county of Jackson. 
In w ithholding his approval from all bills 
of the above character the governor fol­ 
lowed the language used In the vetoes upon 
sim ilar 
bills sent the 
house 
or senate 
when in session. 
He says: 
“This legisla­ 
tion is rep u g n an t to sec. 33 (subdivision 7) 
of a rt 14. of the constitution of the state, 
and is, therefore, disapproved.” 
IN GENERAL. 
The other acts disapproved, w ith the gov­ 
ernor's com m ehts thereon, are as follows: 
An act to amend sec. 4, chap. 14, General 
Statutes 1878. 
For the reasou that the act has no saving 
clause, and its effect, therefore, would be to 
relieve all persons charged with the offense 
named, prior to its approval. 
An act 
relative to the insurance of real 
proj>erty, and the measure of damages in case 
of loss thereof. 
This bill does not have the effect Intended by 
its friends. A valued policy bill had first been 
defeated In the senate, w hereupon this was in­ 
troduced as a compromise, under the impression 
that the words prlma tacie referred as well to 
the measure of damages as to the valoe of the 
property, aud under this impression the bill 
passed. The evidence of this is cumulative, un- 
oontradicted, and cannot be ignored. 
Many 
members who supported this bill express them ­ 
selves strongly opposed to Its effect, which, ac- 
vording to the attorney general's opinion, would 
be the same precisely as that of the bill which 
the senate had first decisively defeated. 
Au act to amend sea 37, chap. 13, General 
Statutes 1879, and chap. (53, 8;>eeial Laws 1883. 
The title to this act is defective, in that it doe# 
not express th# subject, and also makes an er­ 
roneous reference to th* chapter of the statute 
sought to be amended. 
An act to amend sec. 10, chap 148, General 
Laws of 1881. 
Objection has been made to this act that its 
purpose was to meet a certain case and affect 
certain persons. The attorney representing the 
parties appeared and entered his protest. From 
the showing made, the claim seems to be well 
founded. 
An act to provide tot the selection of jnrors in 
counties attached to others for judicial pur- 
IK>ses. 
The subject of the first section is expressed in 
twe title. The subject of the «econd section i« 
another and different one, which is not there ex­ 
pressed. It is, therefore, repugnant to Sec 27, 
art 4. of tii# constitution. 
An act to amend sec. 43, chap. 94, General 
Btatutes 1878, 
There is no saving clause to this act, and If 
approved It would release e»ery j*erson charged 
with the offense named prior to it* approval. 
The title is also defective 
A joint resolution respecting the Indian pol­ 
icy of the United Btates. I approve, In the 
main, of the policy which seems to be herein ad- 
v oca ted, and will canse a oopy of the resolution 
to be transm itted (to congress? a* desired, bat 1 
disapprove of th# publication of so crude and 
carelessly-formed an expression of this high 
character npon so Important a subject. 
Refunding 
$186.92 paid for certain state 
lands in Clay eonnty by II. J. and K. N. Tatlls. 
This act attem pts to appropriate money from 
the permanent and general achool funds of the 
state. It is clearly in violation of section 2, arti­ 
cle 8. of th# constitution, and th#r«fore disap­ 
proved.

EXEMPTING CHURCH PARSONAGES 
An act to amend section 5, chapter 11, General 
Statutes 1878. relating to property exempt from 
taxation. 
The object of this act is to exempt chnrch 
parsonages from taxation. If It was purely a 
question of public policy I would not withhold 
my approval, but the question of its constitu­ 
tionality has recently been passed upon ad­ 
versely by t he supreme court of this state. A 
communication from the attorney general is ap­ 
pended citing the decision referred to and other 
authorities. 
THE ONLY ST. PAUL VETO. 
St. Paul had but one veto to m eet: b u t this 
tvill prove a good deal of a disappointm ent 
to Senator Gilfillan, who w orked bard, as­ 
sisted by W. H. G rant, the attorney, to secure 
the passage of the m atter. 
It is House File No 435, and entitled “An act* 
granting certain lands (meaning tow heads lb 
tho Mississippi and swamp land and meandered 
lakes in West St. Pan!) to the city of St. Paul, m 
aid of certain improvements (the improvements 
being the proposed system of levees and en.- 
bankments across tlie river). In noting tiie dis­ 
approval, th# governor says: “This bill is obj« c- 
tionable because of the limitations imposed bv 
tb# constitutional amendment of 188J, w uuh 
appropriated ail swamp lands then belonging to 
the state, or that might hereafter accrue to the 
state, ‘one-half to the common school fund, and 
tho other half to educational and charitable in­ 
stitutions of the state.’" 
The point raised by the governor was the 
subject of learned and lengthy discussion in 
the judiciary com m ittee of tlie senate, who 
w ere divided on the subject, b u t a m ajority 
agreed to a favorable recom m endation. 
MA3 . W. H. DIKE'S CLAIMS. 
An act providing for the adjustm ent of certain 
alleged claims of W. II. Dike against the state 
under the act providing for th© adjustm ent of 
certain alleged claims against the state, ap­ 
proved Nov. 4, 1881.

vate parties. The commission may have made 
mistakes, but it distributed alt the money. 
Wlieu has a claim been made before that tiie 
state should pay a litigant in any of her courts 
the money which he alleged tho court should 
have awarded him? This claim is unique only 
in being presented to the state for payment; 
there are thousands, perhaps hundreds of thou­ 
sands more of th© some kind. I think we 
ought not to admit the shadow of an obligation 
ou t c pari of the state for tlie payment of anv 
vf * h«m .

Germany’s growth as a naval power 
of importance dates solely within the 
last ten years. 
During the Dauish 
campaign Germany could only com­ 
mand seven war vessels and fifteen gun­ 
boats; yet, though reorganization was 
warmly discussed, little was actually 
done in the matter until the Reichstag 
voted the necessary funds in 1873: Now 
the German war-fleet musters fourteen 
fine ironclads, 
twenty-one corvettes, 
fourteen armored and ten ordinary gun­ 
boats, sixteen torpedo vessels, 
eight 
dispatch boats and seven steam and 
! four sailing transports. Further, thirty- 
five vessels, ranging from monitors to 
torpedoes, 
are 
on the 
stocks.

Tiie chief naval port, Wilhelmshaven, 
tias sprung up in an equally recent 
period. 
Thirty years since Wilhelms- 
iiaven was a tiny hamlet, containing a 
few farms, in the midst of a barren 
tract of ground, and even now the dif­ 
ferent quarters of the town are so scat­ 
tered as to seem small separate settle­ 
ments.

The upper windows of one of the fin* 
est mansions on Miuliscni avenue have 
iron bars like those of a prison or asy­ 
lum. 
If these iron bars were only half 
way up fbe window pasweraby w'ould 
conclude that fb<r apartment so pro­ 
tected was the “nursery,’' and they 
were so arranged to guard against acci­ 
dent, but these bars are often the stylo 
of those in a prison window, and look 
as if intended to resist a force stronger 
than a child’s. 
Passersbv in the aristo­ 
cratic locality occasionally see a pale, 
wan face of a man of middle-age jieer- 
ing through these bars, but compara­ 
tively seldom, and there is little oppor­ 
tunity to study the features, as an at­ 
tendant 
soon 
appears 
and 
gently 
bears the other away from the sight 
of the window. 
One of the oldest and 
Iiest known commercial families in the 
city oceriYty the stately mansion, whicb 
was built by th«siu 
over twenty-five 
years ago. 
Servants change w'ith the 
seasons, and my inquiry in the neigh­ 
borhood, unless from some old resident, 
will fail to elicit any information con­ 
cerning the barred windows, which can­ 
not fail to attract attention and curiosi­ 
ty in those who have 
the appari­ 
tion of the face. 
The interest natur­ 
ally excited und©r the circumstances 
Will lie heightened by a kuowlege tliat 
light is kept burning in the room pro­ 
tected by these iron liars all through 
the night, and evidently from the shad­ 
ows on tiie curtains more than one |>ev- 
son is mewing within. 
There is never 
any other indication of habitation o# 
the appartment than those of the light 
within, the form at the window and the 
shadows on the curtains.

montorv oil the <eaeoast: it is the sum* 
the year round.

foil these facts prompted an investiga­ 
tion of trhab under the circumstances, 
soon assumed the shape of & mystery, 
and from an old resident, whose nam* 
is historic, the tacts were elicited aftei 
much questioning, tho old gentleman 
not deciding to become communit'ative 
until lie perceived that a curiosity had 
been excite l that would not be satisfied 
with any evasion of the story.

contemporaries to whom it i.‘ an old 
storv, possessing little interest nowa­ 
day-, though at the time of the removal 
mentioned it was probably for tlie nonce 
tea-table gos-ip.

When he is removed it will be in his 
coffin, and the children in the house 
will then tor the first time learn that he 
ever existed. 
The lady and her husband both fell 
victims to the cholera, which was an 
epidemic tne following year in this city, 
and the deplorable mental condition of 
her discarded lover, which friends at 
the tune did not hesitate to attribute to 
her soulless conduct toward him, was 
tlie source of much tribulation to her in 
her last hours.

E d ito r s D isp a tc h ;— Kindly per­ 
m it us, through the columns of 
your most excellent paper, to say 
to those 
of our East Brainerd 
friends, who seem to be displeased 
with the recent act of the legisla­ 
ture, which consolidates the entire 
city into one school district, that, 
in our hum ble judgment, it is not 
onyl a wise,but also a pre-eminently 
proper measure— one indeed, which 
the education o f the youth posi­ 
tively demands. 
N o consideration 
of a purely yersonal nature should 
be allowed to shape your judgment 
in this matter. 
There are good, 
substantial reasons why all should 
cheerfully acqniesce inaud support 
the measure. 
1. 
The supervision of the schools 
is vested in a school board, which 
will be made up, undoubtedly, of 
the best men in the several wards 
of the city. 
2. 
So systematic is the high 
school system, in the arrangem ent 
of the several departments and 
classes, th a t each scholar is brought 
under the discipline and instruc­ 
tion not only of his teacher, but 
also of the principal. 
It is the 
principal's duty to grade and ad­ 
vance the scholars. 
3- 
Consequently you will have 
better teachers, better schools and 
better scholars. 
W hat, then, are 
a f«w dollsrs extra expense, in com­ 
parison, if these results are o b tain ­ 
ed ? 
If you concede th at it is all 
for the best, why censure those 
who secured the passage of the 
bill, or why 
interest yourselves 
with the question ot how it was 
done? 
An old adage has it, “ T hat 
a necessary act incurs no blame.” 
Even if it were the design and pur- 
pose of Mr. Kindred and Dr. Howes 
to circumvent the East Brainerd 
people, are they not b^nefitled by 
it ? 
Two years ago the same meas­ 
ure was before the legislature, a re­ 
m onstrance was circulated, signed 
and sent to St. Paul. 
The bill was 
defeated. 
And all, as we believe, 
because the object and intent of 
and advantages to be gained by it 
were not understood.

TH E ATTORNEY GENERAL. 
Augustus H. Garland was born in Tipton 
county. Tenn., June 11, 1832. His parqgitH re­ 
moved to the Stale of Arkansas the l<#lowmg 
year and settled in the bottom lands of the Red 
river valley. At a suitable age young Garland 
was sent to Bardstown, Kv., to I* ealug-ated in 
what was then the most famous seat ot learning 
in the Southwest. His academic studies were 
pursued in the Catholic colleges of St. Mary aud 
St. Joseph. Daring the latter part of Lis residence 
in Bardstown he read law, and attend»*l the trial 
of causes in the court room w henever he had the 
opportunity. At that time the local bar was 
very strong. Garland profited greatly by this 
practice, as well as by his studies, which he 
pursued with persistent devotion. 
Returning 
home he continued to woo th at jeaioais mistress 
the law, and in 1853 was adm itted to practice at 
Washington. Ark. In 1856 he removed to Little 
Rock, the capital of the state. 
He was admitted 
to practice as an attorney in th e supreme court 
of the United States on Dec. ‘J6. 1 $60. By that 
time he had obtained professional reputation, 
and in the same year was a Belt and Everett 
elector. He opposed the secession ot Arkan.-as 
as long as there w-as anv hope of a peaceful solu­ 
tion of sectional differenoes. 
When, however, 
war was inevitable, he threw fti his lot with hia 
state. He was a member of the pitm si >nal con­ 
gress which met at Montgomery, Ala , in May, 
1861, and took part in drawing up the constitu- j 
tion of the Confederate Hta&es. 
During the 
struggle oetween the Federal and Confederate 
governments, he gave his counsel to the Southern 
cause, first as a representative and afterward as 
senator. 
He 
was 
serving 
as 
a 
senator 
in its congress when the Confederacy collapsed. 
In 1865 Mr. Garland jietitioned tne supreme 
oourt of the United States, to practice therein 
without taking “the iron-clad oath," at the same 
time subm itting an argument in support of his 
Edition. which was a masterpiece of reasoning, 
e won his case, which was not decided until 
the December term of the supreme court, 1867. 
While it was pending he was elected United 
States senator from Arkansas. He appeared to 
take his seat in the senate March 4, 1h(>7, but 
was not permitted to do so. ■ 
land was elected governor of 
opposition. His election as senator took place 
in January, 1876, without opposition. He be- 
gan his term a- successor to Rowell Clayton, Re­ 
publican, on March 5, 1877. In l>-8a3 he was 
re-elected to the senate for six Years.

Sketches of the Men. 


TH E SECRETARY OF STATE. 
Thomas F. Bayard of Delaware was born at 
Wilmington on the 29th of October, 1828. As a 
boy he always excelled in his studies, although 
he was anxious in early youth to become oue of 
America’s merchant princes, and was inclined 
to throw overboard all the possibilities of politi­ 
cal greatness which were incident to his posi­ 
tion as member of the ruling house of Delaware. 
His early education was obtained principally at 
the “Flushing" school at Wilmington. Be was 
persuaded to give up his mercantile ambition 
and to study for the legal profession. He was 
adm itted to the bar in 1851, and had soon built 
up an excellent practice extending all over the 
state 
In 1853 he was appointed by the presi­ 
dent as United States district attorney, but soon 
afterward 
abandoned 
the office. It was in 
March, 1869, that he was chosen to suc- 
Sod his father* Hon. James A Bayard, as 
nited States 
senator. He was a sterling 
adherent to the doctrines of the Democratic 
party, and came in a short time to be regarded 
as one of their ablest exponents in the upper 
house. Through the framing of all the latter 
reconstruction legislation he stood as the repre­ 
sentative of the large part of the Northern peo- 
Ble that believed in dealing equitably by the 
outhern elates; and, although in tire miuority, 
he made himself felt in the advocacy of their 
oause. He was relected in 1875, and became a 
member of the electoral commission, voting with 
his Democratic colleagues against the seating of 
Ilnthertord B. Hayes in the presidential chair. 
Throughout the greenback discussion Mr. Bay­ 
ard is noted lor his strong conservatism on 
financial questions: is a moderate tariff man 
and a st rict cons: ructionist aud economist.

He has long been a 
director of the Albany & Susquehanna Railway 
company and is president of the National Com­ 
mercial bank of Albany, of which he was first 
director and then vice president. He is also 
park commissioner of Albany and is a director 
of the Albany Electric Light company. 
TH E SECRETARY OF THE INTERIOR. 
Lucius Q. C. Lamar of Oxford, Miss., wns born 
In Putnam county, Ga., 8ept. 17,1825; was edu­ 
cated at Oxford, Ga , and graduated at Emory 
college, Georgia, in 1845; studied law at Macon, 
Ga., under the Hon. A. H. Chappell, and was ad­ 
mitted to the bar in 1847; moved to Oxford, 
Miss., in 1849; was elected adjunct professor of 
mathematics in the university of the state, aud 
held tiie position as assistant to Dr. A. T. Bled­ 
soe (editor of the Southern Review), which he 
resigned in 1850, and returned to Covington, 
Ga.. w’here he resumed the practice of law ; was 
elected to the legislature of Georgia in 1853; in 
1854 moved to his plantation in Lafayette 
county. Miss., and was elected to the Thirty- 
fifth and Thirty-sixth congresses of the United 
Btates, and resigned in 1860 to take a seat in 
the secession convention of his state; in 1861 
entered the confederate 
army as lieutenant 
colonel of the Nineteent h regiment, and was pro­ 
moted to the colonelcy; in 1863 was intrusted 
by President Davis with an im portant diplo­ 
matic mission to Russia: in 1866 was elected 
professor of political economy and social science 
in the University of Mississippi, and in 1867 
was transferred to the professorship of law;

■Will'am Crowninshield Endicott, Mr. Cleve­ 
land's seretarv of war, was Imrn in Salem in

©ott anil Marv, daughter of Hon. Jacob Crownin­ 
shield, wh'i was a representative to congress, 
lie attended the Salem schools, snd was gradua­ 
ted from Harvard college in the class of 1847. 
He married his oou-hi, a daughter of George 
Peabody, and lias two children, a son and a 
daughter. Judge Eudicott studied at Harvard 
law school, and read law m the office of the late 
Nathaniel J. L>rd- He was admitted to the bar 
about 185G. and a few years later formed a part­ 
nership with the late J. W. Perry, and continued 
with him until his appointment by Gov. Wash­ 
burn to a scat on the supr me bench in 1873.

rass. and received a comparatively small vote. 
As a lawyer and a iudge Mr. Endicott holds 
high rank, and ;>ersoually lie is a gentlemen of 
the highest character. The judge has never 
beeu an active partv man, and, it is hinted, has 
not aiways voted the straight ticket. This is 
supposed notabiv to have been the case when 
Gen. Butler was the Democratic candidate for 
governor. Last fall, as Butler's auccessor on 
the ticket, he polled a vote much larger than 
tha' of his associates.

TH E SECRETARY OF TH E NAVY. 
William Collins Whitney, the new secretary of 
the navy, is a native of Conway, Mass . and was 
bora in 1839. 
His father. Gen. .Tames S. W hit­ 
ney, who had been collector of the port of Bos­ 
ton, a delegate to the Charleston convention of 
I860, aiid prominent among the great Demo- 
ciats of that state, was regarded as one of the 
leaders of the part v. The latter died In 1878, 
during the exciting contest against Benjamin F 
Butler. After being graduated from Willlston 
seminary »t Easthampton. William C. Whitney 
entered Yale oollegein 1859. With William G. 
Bumner, the well-known writer and teacher 
upon poliiical econ toy, who was his class­ 
mate. Sir. Whitney divided the first prize for 
English es«ays. He was chosen to deliver tho 
oration of his class on graduation. Entering 
the Harvard law school, he was graduated in 
1865, and continued his studies in this city 
with Abraham R. Lawrence, now one of the 
judges of the supreme court.

A criminal charge was preferred Against 
him by his former partner. At the risk of in­ 
curring the enemity of m^o of influence and 
powertul poli icians, Mr W hitney became the 
attorney for his old classmate when he failed of 
securing the counsel of o ler men in the profes­ 
sion. 
His success in dismissing the charge so- 
cureu him a hi^h standing. Later he success­ 
fully derendeff Hwcetser on the charge of libel 
brought Hg:itn-:t. him as the editor of the Round 
Table by Charles Readc for criticisms on the 
novel of “Griffith Gaunt." In 1871 Mr. Whitney 
took a foremos- part in the organization of tho 
Young Men's Democratic club, which still con­ 
tinues as a powerfnl jxditical factor.

DOCTORS FURIOUS. 


Shall a P hysician Tell th e T ru th or Hot# 
A Nice P oint in Zthica. 


A SENSIBLE HEALTH OFFICIAL. 
Baltimore, Mil.—A decided stir has 
been caused here over the question as to 
the right of a physician to certify to the 
merits of a remedy not in the modern 
pharmacopoeia. 
Dr. James A. Steuart, 
one of the most eminent physicians m 
the South and Health Commissioner of 
this city, had analyzed a newly discover- 
ed article, and certified officially not on­ 
ly to its efficiency but to the fact that 
it replaced old time preparations of a 
similar character which, analyses had 
proved, were adulterated and poisonous. 
The Medical and Chirurgical Faculty, 
of which he is a member, held that he 
had violated the code of medical ethics, 
and much public interest was aroused 
because of the confidence felt both in 
his professional standing and official in­ 
tegrity. 
It was argued that to thus place a 
limitation on the acts of a physician, 
and ospecialy of a health officer, was 
opposed to the spirit of the age; that 
such reasoning might have been logical 
enough when it was to the interest of 
rulers or societies to invest themselves 
with a supernatural halo, but now when 
thought should be free and untram­ 
meled such things savored of barbarism. 
It was the duty of a physician, especial­ 
ly of a health officer, to condemn pub­ 
licly any remedy which he knew to be 
injurious, but it was not right to say 
that he should be debarred from testi­ 
fying to the merits of anything which 
he knew to be good. 
If this were bo, 
the world would not receive the benefit 
of half the discoveries made in art or 
science. 
Thus the people argued, while 
the faculty threatened expulsion and 
i talked of time-honored customs, ethics, 
professional courtesy and traditions. 
But the matter soon assumed a new 
and surprising phase. 
A few days after­ 
wards a certificate appeared in the daily 
papers l»earing the autograph signatures 
of Governor MeLane, Attorney-Gener­ 
al Heberts, Major Latrobe, City Foat- 
masb*r Adreon, chiefs of Btate and mu­ 
nicipal departments. .Judges and Clerks 
i of Courts, Federal officials and Con­ 
gressmen, emphatically endorsing the 
action of the Health Commissioner, and 
j concurring in his opinion as to the 
afficacy of the remedy, asserting that 
they did so from personal experience 
with it and practical tests and observa­ 
tions. 
There could lie no gainsaying such 
evidence as this, but, as if to cap the 
climax, shortly afterwards there ap- 
ap pea red anotiier certificate with auto­ 
graph signatures of leading practicing 
physicians from all parts of the State,

F ro m th e New Y’o rk Sun. 
An instructive discussion has arisen 
in some of the musical journals in re­ 
gard to the making of violins. 
Mr. 
Seliradieck of the Cincinnati College 
of Music, an excellent jierformer upon 
the violin, thinks that the secret of the j many years, 
old Cremona makers has been discov­ 
ered, and that it consists in using for 
their instruments the wood of a tree 
containing balsam. 
This tree, he says, 
used to be planted in the neighborhood 
of Cremona, but it is no longer to be 
found in Italy. 
But at last the mar­ 
vellous tree was found in this country, 
and one was felled and sent to Cincin­ 
nati. 
Mr. Schradieck does not tell 
whether it was a pine, a spruce, ora fir, 
all 
of 
which 
yield 
balsam, 
but 
the 
wood, 
he 
says, 
is 
brittle 
like glass 
and 
flies 
into 
shivers. 
Even when cut the way of the fibre, it 
breaks off, and is so hard that the tools 
used to cut Income blunted very rapid­ 
ly. 
Yet, violins made of it are, he 
thinks, equal to the best Cremonas 200 
years old. 
The other side of the discussion is 
takeu up by Mr. George Gemunder of 
Astoria. 
He avers that none of the 
great Cremona makers made violins of 
anv sort of balsam wood, and that the 
real secret of the quality possessed by 
their instruments does not lie so much 
in the kind of material employed in 
their construction, as in the proper 
forms and proportions of the different 
parts of the instrument. It is, of course, 
important that the right kind of ma­ 
terial should b3 used, but the secret is 
not in the wood.
